Hlonday. ,Professor Scott, of 


Princeton college, will start for tho far 
west at the head ota scientific expedition 
'he maiu object of which is to make a 
geological survey of the Uiutah moun- 
tains, in western Utah and Wyoming, 
and also to collect fossils for tbe college 
museum. A good part ot the time will 
be occupied with the work ou the north 
base of tho mountains. About the 1st of 
August the party will cross the moun- 
tains to the \Vhtto Kiver Ute reservation, 
a district whio'i is as yet comparatively 
unexplored. Many localities of great 
natural interest, puoh as the flaming 
gorge ot tho Green river will bo visited. 
It is expected that tho expedition will be 
rich in important scientific results.

The Mew 1'ork Aldermanio bill that has 


been vetoed provided that tho entire 
board of aldermen of that city should be 
elected on a single general ticket, like 
;he presidential electors at a state eleo. 
tion. In its passage through tho legisla- 
ture some spurious reformer succeeded 
in adding to its provisions a superfluous 
''minority 
representation" attachment. 


Governor Hill's veto is based on this 
feature of tho bill as it reached him. Hb 


appears to have been of the opinion that 
''minority representation" is not a genu- 
ine reform of onr elective system, and is 
a delusion and a snare. 
The idea of 


electing all municipal officers on a gen- 
eral ticket will sooner or later be adopted 
in all cities in this country. It is the only 
means of putting men of capacity into 
public place, of breaking up the sectional 
feuds which exist and are fostered by 
small fajtions in every city. 
These 


small factions, iu wards, often, too often 
gain control of the meagrely attended cau- 
cuses, and the time-servers are thus 
permitted to step 10 the front. With the 
election of all municipal officers on K 
general city ticket men of known capacity 
and morals only would daro to step be- 
fore tbe porple for place. No one, hav_ 
ing tho interest ot good government at 
heart, will oppose this reform m munici- 
pal affairs.

Many 
woro thrown down and trampled upon, nnd 
their cries of pain mingled with tho oaths 
of those whoso entrance was barred.

session of tho North American Turnerbunil 
Wuilnosday, tho labor question was dis- 
cussed at considerable length, and in was 
finally decided to (laclu.ro simply in favor 
of a shortening of tlio working dn.y for tho 
industrial laborers oC Amoricu, Jeuving tho 
osaut lungth of tho day for decision by tboso 
concerned, 
Tho convontion resolved that 


fhildi'Oii under 1-1 years of ago should not 
bo allowed to work in factories. 
Tho plat- 


form oi' tho bund was constituted, as 
uinoudod, as follows: 


"Tho sovoroignty of tho pooplo Is million- 


ablo, and can not, eitLor in legislative or 
oxocutivo matters, bo cranaforrod to thu 
lioople's representatives or deputies. 
As 


everything is douo for tbo people, so overy- 
lUins must bo dono through thu iwople. 
Therefore it Is the duty of tho people to se- 
curo tlio direct and continual rospo:isibility 
of those whom they trust witli tho protec- 
tion of their interests. 
Tho peoplo havo tho 


right to i-omovo their servants for nogloct 
of duty, and to take such measures as may 
bo uoodod to guard against; abuses of power. 
Thoy mint 
also 
rosorvo 
for 
thotn- 


solvus 
tlio right of 
making proposals 


aud 
conflrming 
laws 
passed 
by 


thoir legislators. 
Compltoutod methoils of 


representation und artiilcial distriljulion of 
power, borrowed from tho stuto systems of 
the old world, aro injurious obstacles in the 
way of truo democracy, aud aro calculatoil 
to promote reactionary tendencies. Tho 
pooplo uued for thoir legislative and admin- 
istrutivo activity n singlo chamber only, 
composed oil responsible Ueputi»s who inny 
bo recalled, and who uliall causo Lhoir de- 
cision to bo carried into oll'oet by means of 
an adininistrattvo cooxiuisslon choson from , 
the wholo pooplo and directly rospousiblo to 
theiu. 
Tbo sonato and 
tho prosiiiontial ! 


otilco aro both copies o£ momu'clual institu- 
tions, and should, as.undomocratic and un- 
rtipublican, bo ubolishod. 
Tho right of tlio 


single scuto to mako laws or rogulationa 
contrary to the spirit oC tho coustilution, 
such, for examplo, as thoso relating to tho 
frix-dom of tbe pross; to religious mattors 
and for tho right oL' muoting, must bo 
wholly withdrawn. 


"As a suitablo moans for removing pov- 


erty and for nmoliortiting tho sociul condi- 
Ucti, wo aro in favor oC protecting labor; 
of carrying out a thorough supervision 
over articles o* ioud and d\\-ollbig houaos; 
of sbortoning tho hours of labor and pro- 
venting the labor of children under H yoars 
of ago ia factories of tho United States; tha 
stoppage of all further grants oC land and 
all yalos of land to individuals and to cor- 
porations; tho public lauds must romain in- 
alienably in tho possession of tho,pooplo,and 
only bo transferred to genuine agricultural- 
ists, under proper conditions limiting its 
usos.

traebngH. Tho true bugs inolude with 
the bark lice such other kindfa as the 
squash bug, chinch bug and the ordinary 
plant lice. 


Th ore aro various kinds of bark lice, 


certain of which have at times wrought 
serious injury to the apple and pine; but 
most species do not occur in great num- 
bers, that of the mpplo is rather excep- 
tional in thii; reepeoi. 


Tho maple bark louse, lecanlum nn-ri- 


col'i, was first [recorded by Walsh and 
Kiley in the American [Entymolngist' 
vol. I page 14. as received Juno 2Cth, 
ISO", from [Indiana. Later,'its life his- 
tory was studied by Mr. ;J. D, Putnam, 
of Davenport, Iowa, and in 1877 similar 
investigations were made by Miss Emma 
A. Smith, of Peoria, aud her results were 
published in the pcper referred to. By 
that time tho insect bad spread widely 
over central and northern Illinois and 
was doiog serious injury. Its ravages 
have continued since that time with 
fluctuations. In some places it has dis- 
appeared and in somo of these, as Bloom- 
ington, it has reappeared in full force, 


"LIFE HISTOr.l'. 


The bark lice are seen in spring, fired 


engthwise to the under side of branches. 
Each louse looks like a dark colored 
scale covering what appears to be a cot- 
tony mas?. Thia is the female insect. 
During the latter part of May ,the eggs 
are laid, ani

lice appear. As soon as they are hatched 
they move about actively and crawl to 
the leaves and most of them attach them- 
selves to the under surface near the mid- 
rib and p rincipai veins. Somo are found 
on tho upper surface, but tho under sur- 
face is more favorable to their growth, 
Dscause the epidermis is thinner there, 
more easily penetrated by their delicate 
beaks, and they are also better protected. 
By tho beginning of July (in Central 
Jllinoia) nearly all the old lice on the 
branches are faiind to bo dead end most 
of the new brond have attached 
aolvoB to tho lofiven, DnrmK tho Knm- 
mer they increase in size and become 
gradually darker in color. If undisturbed 
they remain inactive, but if the leaf ia 
picked from the tree, they withdraw their 
beaks and move about in search of a new 
place to feed. 


When young, the males and females 


oan not bo distinguished, but after a tew 
weeks tho males stop growing, go into 
the pupa sta,te, and then come out with 
wmga. The first males were observed 
by Miss Smith about the middle ot Au- 
gast, and continued to appear for over 
two weoKs. 
Each individual probably 


lives only a few days, and they are com- 
paratively few in number. 
During thii 


timo fecundation takes place and the de- 
velopment of eggs begins; bnt they aro 
not matured acd deposited till the next 
spring. There is some reason to behove 
that UH in ordinary plant lice tbo produc- 
tion of males is not necessary,and does not 
take place for every brood and that in- 
crease in numbers is more rapid when the 
male is absent; and this is not at ill im- 
possible. But Miss Smith thinks her ob- 
servations do not support this view. 


Before the fall ot tho leaves, tbo iu- 


eects remove to tho branches and attach 


they appear as short, dark colored krv», 
covered with short spinep. In both states 
of developemeDt they eat the young h«e. 


Another kind ishypcranti* m'^nat/i. The 


Iurv;e ore smaller than those ofjthe proced 
ing,|light colored and covered with down. 
The mature state is similar to that oC the 
preceding, but smaller. The larv:o live 
in tho egg masses, one in each, and eat 
great numbers of eggs. 


The fifteen spotted lady-bird--'luc.itis 


15 jmnct'iti; larger but less plentiful than 
the other two, is also destructive to the 
bark lico. Ttio larvno are about half nn 
inch long and bear six rows of spines. 
Tlio mature beetle has a black hood and 
thorax, the remainder of the buck brown- 
ish red, marked with fifteen black spots. 
Length of beetle about one third inch. 


AETiriCIAL REMEDIES. 


In some capes it may be necessary to 


remove badly diseased branches. 
Miss 


Smith made practical experiments with 
remedies, and the following recommen- 
dations aro given: 
When tirst hatched, 


the lice art) very tender, and any weak 
solution will destroy them. 
By ex- 


periment it was 
found that white 


hellebore when used ia 
solution of 


about one pound to twenty gallons 
of water would soon kill them; a solution 
ot tobacco and soap m water is nisogood. 
These may be thrown upon Ihe under 
surface of the leaves with a fire extin- 
guisher or something similar. 
A kero- 


sene emulsion ought to bo effective. 


Great care should bo taken to avoid 


injuring the insect enemies of the bark 
h-;e, but they uru not likely to be injured 
by wenk solutions. The bark-lice are 
very dillicu'.t to kill when older and filed 
to the brunches. Trees to be transplanted 
should bo thoroughly examined ard all 
traces of bark-lice should be removed.

And nature never 
allows any variation to go greatly beyond 
bounds. It it could, a weed or an insect 
might continue to incroase'and at length 
overwhelm the earth. 
There 
aro al- 


ways natural checks. Sometimes various 
insects may multiply to snob an extent as 
to exhaust their peculiar food supply, 
and in consequence ^become themselves 
reduced suddenly to very few. More 
commonly, as in the present oaee, an in- 
sect has its natural insect enemies, whmh 
multiply rapidly as their food increases, 
ana so cbeok tho depredations of tbeir 
hosts by eating them up. 


Tba maple bark louse has several in- 


sect enemies. One is a minute parasite 
belonging to one of the lower groups 
(Chalcididae) of the wasp order. It lives 
within thn body ot tho adult bark louse, 
which it kills and loaves in the spring. 


B_eetles of the lady bird group tra nfle^- 


ful in destroying other insects. 
Three 


species of lady bird beetles prey upon 
tho bark louse. One of these, chUocorux 


tuncrui sometimes appear in great 


numbers upon and under infested trees, 
crawling over adjacent tenses, sidewalks, 
etc. It looks almost like a little hemi- 
sphere, but considerably flattened, black, 
with two red spotsK whence the name— 
bimdnerus—twice wounded.)
